Provided alfo, and be it Ena&ed, That if in any cafe any Appmntmcnt 

or more diocefes fhall be united into one diftrift under the provifions of ^aiki-shi 
this A6t, the matters of the Free Schools whereof are not appointed by the united Dio- 
fame perfon, then and in every fuch cafe the firft appointment of a fchool- cefe3, 
matter for fuch united diftridl fhall be made by the perfon who if fuch union 
had not taken place would have the right of appointment in that diocefe 
from whence the matter of the fchool in fuch diftridl fliall derive the 
iargeft falary ; and the fecond turn fhall in like manner follow the falary next 
in amount, and fo on to the loweft ; after which the fame rotation fhall take 
place again and continue from thenceforth. 



AND whereas the Funds provided and raifed under the hereinbefore Prerent 
recited Afts, are infufficient for the fupport of the faid Diocefan Schools, 
and it is alfo juft and agreeable to the provifions of the aforefaid recited fupport 
AS of the twelfth of Elizabeth, that where the tythes or any part ihare or 
■proportion of the tythes of any parifll lhall be impropriate or appropriate, 
the’ owners of fuch impropriate or appropriate tythe or proportion of tythes 
Ihould be chargeable ill refpefit thereof to the fupport of the diocefail 
'fchools aforefaid refpe&ively, in the fame proportion as parfons and other 
ecclefiaftical perlons within the fame diocefes re'fpeaively have been or 
lhall be fo chargeable ; BE it therefore Enabled, That from and after the Tvtlies to t« 
palling of this Aft, it lhall and may be lawful for every Bifhop within 
his diocefe, by and with the confent and concurrence of the Archbilhop of 
'the province in which fuch diocefe lhall be fituate, from time to time to 
36 aider tain aiiddirect -what fun or linns of money lhall be yearly levied on 
and paid by them the faid Bilhops, and on the parfons vicars prebendaries 
and other eccleliailical perlons, and on the owners of tythes appropriate or 
impropriate within the faid diocefe, for the fupport of the diocefan fchool 
within fuch diocefe, or within the diflrict of which fuch diocefe (hall form 
a parti one third part of all which film or films of money lhall be levied

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And be it further Enafted, That it flrall be lawful for the Bifliop of every 
diocefe in Ireland, to appoint one or more Collefior or Colle&ors to receive 
all and every fuch fum and firms of money as fiiail be fo' charged on and 
payable by fuch Bilhops, and by fuch parlous and other eccleliaftical per- 
rons and owners of tythes within fuch diocefe; and to allow and pay to 
fuch agent any fum or films of money, not exceeding the amount of 
in the pound, on all money collefted by him, as 
fuch, Biihop (hall think lit ; and to take fecurity from fuch' agent for the 
due payment of all fuch firms and futn of money to the ichoolmafter or

thereof. and feal, to be preferved in the regift ry of the diocefe, eftimate the 
value of the, tythes or parts or proportions. of tythes of every fuch parifh 
which ihall be fo impropriate or appropriate, as. foon as mav be after the 
paffing of this A 61 ; and Ihall at the fame . time fix the proportion which ^ 
the fum fo payable ihall bear to fuch eftimated. value ; which fum fo fixed 
Ihall from thenceforth yearly be recovered by civil bill in the court of proper

lurns yvhich they fhall think proper, for purchafing providing buildino- or 
repairing any fuch Schoolhoufe, or a dwelling-houfe for the Mailer thereof, 
or any of the offices or appurtenances properly belonging to fuch School- 
houfe or dwelling-houfe, or for purchafing or procuring a fcite for the 
fame not exceeding the laid quantity of plantation Acres. 

And be it Enadted, That if any of the perfons liable to be fummoned PenaIt y 
under any of the provifions in this Aft contained, or having the care or l^nZed 
44 cultody of any papers vouchers books or documents, required to be notattendiug, 
produced by the Commiffioners under this A ft, fhall, after beino- duly 
lummoned, omit to attend, or fhall refufe or decline to be examined, or to 
pioduce any of the faid papers vouchers books or documents, then and as 
often as it fhall fo happen, every fuch perfon fhall be deemed guilty of 
•difobeying this A£f, and being duly convifted thereof before anv 
Magiftrates, ihall be fined fuch fum not exceeding pounds, as 

fuch Magiftrate fhall think proper. 
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
